Altona’s third high school 
will keep the name Paisley un- 
less the Minister for Lands, Mr. 
Borthwick, decides otherwise 
when he gives his final ruling on 
the school’s name on Monday. 


The new schoal is under construc- 
, tion on SEC land near the corner of 
Blenkeim Road and Mason Street, 
Altona North. 


Until it is built, the first intake of students (163) 
are being housed in three portable classrooms at Al- 
tona North High School. 

The decision by Mr. Borthwick on Monday should 3 
clear up much confusion over the school name and 
settle the feud between the Education Department 
and Altona Council. 

Council is emphatic that the new school should be 

_ ealled Altona East High School, and the Education - 
Department is equally adamant that it should remain 
Paisley High School. . 
~ “Council feels that as there is no place called Paisley 
— apart from a smail railway station and the old § 
briquette dump —the name would be misleading. 

People, the council says, would not associate the § 
school with Altona, where most of the students will 
come from. > 3 

The Department, on the other hand, is not eager 
for a third high school to bear the name Altona. 

“Already there have been mail mix-ups over Al- 

* tona: High and Altona North High,” the principal of 
the new school, Mr. David Collins, said. 


“SHOCKED” 

At last week’s council meeting, councillors were 
shocked to find that the Education Department was 
still calling the school Paisley High, despite an an- 
nouncement in the Government Gazette before 
te that it would, be known as Altona East 

igh. 

Mr. Collins told the Star last week that the school 
would be known as Paisley High until the Education 
_Department informed him otherwise. 

He said the school already had a symbol on the 

7 fee bags, which had been made available to stu- 
ents, 

“All I am concerned with is getting the schooi 
built,” Mr. Collins said. 

‘At the council meeting last week, councillors agreed 
to place an Altona East High School sign in Mason 
Street to show the Education Department that they 
had a fight on their hands (see picture). 

But the sign was removed soon after at the request 
of the Department .. - so that contractors could find 
their way to the new school site.

cured. 

He said Altona had been 
chosen as a site for the 
plant because it was able 
to supply industrial land 
with sewerage and drain- 
age and was close to ser- 
vice facilities. 

Altona was also close to
